Pope Leo is dead. 
The afternoon 


yesterday brought the dread messen- 
ger. 
It came to a man full ot years, 


the years filled with good acts and the 
message to depart came not as to 
those -s\ho have reason to fear death. 


The bells on all Catholic churches 


throughout the world tolled the sad 
tidings and all Christendom, Catholic 
and protestant, mourns the demise of 
a man who did no ill, so far as li la 
possible for mortal to obey the laws 
of God and man. ' 


There Is 'no need to enter into the 


details of his last illness. Every news- 
paper has been filled with hourly buv 
letins and it is like a twice-told tale. 
His last moments were peaceful. Life 
ebbed gradually away and he sunk in- 
to the sleep of death, 


Choosing a New Pope 


On the eleventh day after the death 


of a pope, the tenth day In ordinary 
calculations, but the eleventh if the 
day of thfe pope's death, is counted, the 
cardinals meet in conclave to elect his 
successor. They meet in the Vatican 
palace, -where, locked up in a vast suite 
of rooms, every act regulatel by laws 
nearly six 
centuries old, they vote 


daily until they succeed in choosing a 
pope. 


The pope dies. 
As soon as he is 


dead the officials of the papal court 
leave the chamber of the dead pope. 


The cardinal-camerlengo, or cham- 


berlain, announces to the people of the 
court that his holiness is dead; and 
then breaks with a hammer the ring 
of the fisherman and the seal of the 
dead pope. 
The dean of - the sacred 


college, the senior cardinal priest and 
the senior cardinal deacon, then take 
charge of the administration of 
the 


affairs of the church and send notice 
to all the cardinals not in the city. 
These cardinals are not summoned; 
they come at once without being call- 
ed. For ten days funeral services are 
held daily in St. Peter's church, and 
then the body is placed in a temporary 
resting place. 


On the appointed day the cardinals 


gather in St. Peter's and the cardinal- 
dean celebrates the mass of the holy 
ghost. 
After this the cardinals, in 


procession, 
singing 
"Veni, 
Creator 


Splritus," march to the place of the 
conclave in the palace. 
There the 


dean recites the prayer, "Deus qui 
corda," and the constitutions govern- 
ing the conclave are read and the 
cardinals take oath to obey them. 


The conclave begins in the evening 


of the eleventh day after the pontiff's

death, or else at some other time. The 
door is closed and locked with two 
keys, one of which Is kept by th-e car- 
dinal-camerlengo, the 
other by the 


governor of the conclave, a prelate 
chosen by the cardinals. 
A turning 


box is built into the door, through 
which, food is passed; the keys are 
kept by an outside guard and by the 
chief master of ceremonies on the in- 
side. 
Prelates of 
various 
grades, 


changed twice each day, watch out- 
side that no letters or messages are 
brought in and in theory nothing csan 
reach the conclavists from the outskj^ 
world. 
On the' inside the cardinal- 


dean and the camerlengo make a tour 
of inspection every evening to see that 
all is safe. 


There are many more persons in the 


conclave than the cardinals 
Each 


cardinal is entitled to two servants 
and a third if ne is very feeble. Then 
there are two sacristans, two masters 
of ceremonies, one religious to hear 
confessions, one secretary, who has 
one servant, three surgeons, four bai 
bers, one carpenter, one mason and 
several geneial -servants. 
None of 


j these is to be chosen from the house- 
hold of any cardinal, nor is a cardinal 
to bring with him anjbody but actual 
servants who have been in his ser- 
vice for more than a year. Ihe rule 
about the number of servants is said 
to be ignored, each cardinal having 
three and more if he wanls them. 


The conclave having begun in the 


evening of the eleventh day, the cai 
dmals go to their "cells." These an- 
wooden booths arranged in the largest 
hall of the conclave; there 
is one

booth for each cardinal; the booths 
of those cardinals created by the pope 
just dead are 
covered with purple 


serge, those of the others with green 
serge. Over the door of each apart- 
ment Is placed the coat of arms of the 
occupant. 
Whether or not a cardinal 


goes into the conclave he has to pay 
for his cell, which costs him about 
$1000. 


In the morning the cardinal-dean 


says a low mass of the Holy Ghost, 
at which all the cardinals receive the 
communion. This is said in the Sis- 
tine or the Pauline chapel. 
Then a 


scrutinlum or vote is taken. Only the 
cardinals are allowed in the chapel at 
this time, but no cardinal can be kept 
out. 
A cardinal arriving late may 


be admitted, but only a sick person 
may leave the conclave after he iis 
once in. 
Even 
an excommunicated 


cardinal may vote. 


Three cardinals, one from each or- 


der, are chosen to act as tellers. In 
turn the cardinals approach the vase 
on the altar, and, kneeling, pray for 
guidance. 
Then they take this oath: 


"I call upon God, who will be my 
judge, to witness that I choose the 
person whom before God I judge to be 
elected, and that I will do the same 
on the accession," and having sworn 
they drop their ballots into the vase. 
The ballots are prepared thus: 
A> 


one end the cardinal writes his name; 
he then folds the ballot so that 
his 


name shall not appear as the ballo,. 
is examined first, and seals the fold; 
1he name of his candidate he writes 
in these words: "I choose for supreme 
pontiff the Most Rev. 
" and 


seals this part of the ballot. When all 
the cardinals present have voted the 
tellers begin to count the ballots. 


When a pope is chosen the cardinal- 


dean asks him what name he will take, 
and the secretary takes note of all 
that is 
happening.

and announces the election to the peo- 
ple: "I announce to you a great joy. 
We have as pope the most eminent

If 
the 
cardinal-dean himself 
is 


chosen pope, the cardinal-camerlengo 
acts in his place in the conclave after 
the election. The burning of the bal- 
lots formerly was a very important 
signal to the waiting crowds, as 
it 


meant that the election had not been 
made. 
Each day during a conclave 


the people of Rome assembled at about 
10 o'clock and again at 2 to see if 
smcke came from the chimney con- 
nected with the chapel where the bal- 
loting took place.

three days, thereafter until they do 
they shall have but one meal a day, 
oud if they do not make a choice in 
five days thereafter, their single meal

A Remarkable Career 


Leo XIII is the 280th Roman pon- 


tiff and the 257th successor of St. Pe- 
ter. 
He was the son of Count Ludo- 


vico Pecci, and his wife, Anna Pros- 
peri. 
He was born at Carplneto, in 


the diocese of Anagnl, in the State 
of the church, March 2, 1S10, and was 
baptised by the names 
of 
"Vincenz. 


and Gioacchlno. 
His mother always 


called him by his Hist name, which 
was also used by himself up to the 
termination of his studies, when 
he 


began to use the second name, Giouc- 
chino. 
In 1818 his father sent him 


along with his elder brother, Giuseppe 
to the Jesuit College of Vitesbo. There 
he was taught grammar and humani- 
ties under Father Giiibaldi, a man of 
great learning, until the year 1824, 
when, on his mother's death, he was 
sent to Rome to the care of an uncle 
and took up his residence in an apart-

of the royal train, and after Its pas- 
sage all tracks were kept absolutely 
clear. 


DUBLIN, July 20.—Despite the re- 


fusal of the municipal corporation to 
prepare an address of welcome to King 
Edward the latter is assured of a warm 
welcome when he reaches Dublin to- 
morrow. 
The city is overflowing with 


visitors, including a considerable num- 
ber of American tourists. 
The lead- 


ing streets are decorated as seldom 
before In recent years and, in fact, 
the entire city presents' a holiday ap- 
pearance. 
Window seats 
near 
the 


point at which his Majesty will make 
his official entry into the city are be- 
ing rented for large sums as it is un- 
derstood the same quaint and inter- 
esting ceremonies will be obsterveld 
as on the occasion of the last visit of 
Queen Victoria.

el much in Ireland, as the yacht will 
take them on to Cork, and afterwards 
to Belfast.

WOULD MUZZLE THE

oC the members of the fusion party when they refused to 
aJopt the resi lUticm calling for a constitutional conven- 
tion. In matters of general legislation these are the only 
two thing« of which this paper has complained and it 
V. ould fepl tl.at it was recreant to ils journalistic duty 
anil trust, it i* litid failed to comment upon them with 
such severity as they deserved. It has- also spoken ii. 
LnuompIImt-ntary terms of the clause in the Reno incor- 
poration Act which compels the business men of the city 
to pfiy a I' onus of 25 per cent each to the State and coun- 
ty for the privilege of doing business under a municipal 
Act.

\ii.Just legislation for the reason that the legislators are 
In^mbers of II? own political organization. 
The Journal 


has never pu: sued that course under its present manage- 
ment, and "by the Eternal" it never will while it remains 
under its piesent editorial control. 


By the by, the Appeal has made a charge of greater 


gravity and has commented more severely upon some 
person or persons collected with the last legislature than 
any other paper in the State. It charges that the Assess- 
or's bill it not on the statutes as it passed the legislature. 
"We do not know positively in what shape it passed the 
legislature or what amendments were made to it, but we 
do know, that the original bill as printed, reads precise- 
ly, word for word, as it does in the statutes, so at all 
events the formulator and Introducer of the bill should 
be held responsible for the objectionable portions of the 
law, if, as the Appeal declares, it is objectionable, and even 
xvorse.

"AN ELASTIC CURRENCY" 


S 


PEAKING of the scheme for an "elastic bank cur- 


rency," the San Francisco Chronicle says: 


"The theory of an elastic bank currency is that if na- 


tional banks are permitted. to issue what is called for, 
subject to a moderate tax, with a substantial increase of 
tax if kept out beyond a specified time, money will al- 
ways be available to "move the crops" while the excess 
of currency will be promptly retired, when that function is 
over. One question, however, to be considered is whether 
the speculators will not always be ready to bid higher 
than the farmers for the currency, no matter what quan- 
tity is issued." 
^ 
There is weight in the Chronicle's suggestion, but it 


Is by no means the most serious objection to the scheme, 
the main purpose of which is not to create an "elastic 
currency," but to place the volume of the currency com- 
pletely under the control of the banks. If these institu- 
tions can fix the amount of the paper portion of the cir- 
culating medium, it practically enables them to control the 
aggregate volume of all kinds, by increasing or diminish- 
ing the paper part of it. 


Moreover, bank notes are .not and cannot be made 


legal tender. Any man can refuse to accept them if he 
chooses to do so. In tmes of panic we may be sure there 
would be many such refusals, which would increase the 
panic and add to the distress of the financial situation. 


The tax provision would be but small protection against 


over-Issues for in seasons of great financial stringency 
apd panics on "changs" speculators are willing to pay al- 
most .any rate of interest for temporary loans. 
They 


are In a position to do it, for generally it is either wealth 
or ruin to them. 


It stands to reason that the farmer cannot successfully 


compete with the Wall street speculator in the borrowing 
of money. 
TC •willing to pay exorbitant, he cannot afford 


to do it, for at the best he can get no more than fair prices 
for hia crop.. 
He is not doing a speculative business!. 


Besides all this, past experience has shown that as a rule 
in the midst o£ o. financial storm the farmer cannot give 
the security which the banks consider "gilt edged," and 
•without which they will not be satisfied. They want se- 
•ewritles -which can be readily turned into money, and 
tvhile the farmers land crops and stock may be good in the 
long: run, they are not readily convertible into cash when 
a. financial storm Is on and hence they are not considered 
'stvailable as suerities at such times. In. fact they are not 


, regarded -with favor by the banks as securities at ' any 
time. 


If any one believes- that the great financial interests of 


the country are schemeing for the control of our paper 
currency in the interest of the toilers and producers he 
must be gullibility personified.

merit in the palace of the Marchese 
Mutl. 


In November, 1824, he entered 
the 


schools of the Collegio Romano, there 
restored to the Jesuits and had to, 
his teachers Fathers Ferdinando Min- 
nand and Glueppe Bonvlcini, both dis- 
tinguished for eloquence and virtue of 
no common order. 
Three years later 


he began to study mathematics. 
He 


had fo<- instructors Father Giovanba- 
tiste Pianciahi, nephew of Leo XIII, 
and Father Andrea Carata, a mathe- 
matician of renown. Young- Pecci sig- 
nalized himself by his assiduity and 
talent and in 1828 got the first pro 
mlum of Physico-Chemistry, and 
the 


first accesslt in mathematics. 
Then 


he passed to the course of philosophy, 
and in the four years of that curri- 
culum he attended 
the lectures 
or 


Fathers Giovanni Perone, 
Francesco 


Manero, Mlchele ZechinelH, Cornelius 
Van JSeverbroeck and Francesco Xar- 
erio Parrlzl. 
While studying philoso- 


phy, 
Pecci was entrusted, despite his 


youth, to give repetitions in philoso- 
phy. 
He sustained a public disputa- 


tion and obtained the first premium 
(1830.) 
The following 
year, being 


then but 21 years old, he obtained the 
laurc;at in philosophy. 


Kven in Viterbo, young Pecci was 


noticed for his ability and for his per- 
fect propriety of conduct. In Rome he 
seemed entirely devoted to study and 
took no part in entertainments, con- 
versazUina amusements, or plays. At 
the age of 12 or 13 he wrote Latin, 
prose or verse, with facility; and it 
man be mentioned that since he be- 
came Pope a volume of his verses, 
chiefly Latin, has been 
printed 
at 


Udine. Having entered the college of 
Noble Ecclesiastics and Abbate, Pecci 
frequented the Roman University to 
learn canon and civil law. 


Pecci and Duke Sisto Rlaro Sforza 


(afterwards Cardinal 
Archbishop of 


Naples) were the two brilliant youths 
who eclipsed all the .rest of their com- 
panions in study. 
Cardinal Antonio 


Sola took much Interest in Pecci and 
assisted him with advice and instruc- 
tion . 
Becoming a doctor in laws, he 


was made by Pope Gregory XVI a do- 
mestic prelate and Referendary of the 
Seg-natura, March 1C, 1S37. 


Cardin al 
Carlo Orescaldri, famous 


for his 
humility in renouncing the 


purple to enter the Society of Jewus, 
save- Pecci holy orders in the chapel 
of St. Stanilas Kastka in S. Andrea al 
Quirlnale, and on Deceinber 23, 1837 
conferred the priesthood upon him ir 
the chapel of the Vicariate. 
Gregory 


XVI bestowed upon him the title of 
Prothonotary Apostolic 
Delegate 
at 


Benevento, Perguia, and 
Spoleta in 


succession. 
In these important posts 


he ruled with firmness and prudence, 
and while at Benevento he, by his 
energy, put a stop to the brigandage 
which had before 
infested that dis- 


trict. 
In 1S43 he was again promoted 


by Pope Gregory XVI, being sent at 
Nuncio to Belguim, and on January 
17th 
in that year he was 
created 


Archbishop of Damietta, in 
partiu 


infldelium, to qualify him for his office 
of Nuncio. 


He remained at Brussels for three 


years, and was then nominated Bish- 
op of Perugia on 
January 19, 184P 


about four months previous to 
the 


death of Gregory XVI. 
The assertion 


that Pontiff created Pecci a Cardina 
in pector before he died, and tha 
Plus IX allowed seven years to elapse 
before he gave effect to the nomina- 
tion by his predecessor in pectore has 
been often made, but the statemen 
/MS no foundation in fact. 
He was 


created and proclaimed a Cardinal by 
Plus IX In the Consistory of December 
19, 1S35. He was a member of several 
of the Congregations of Cardinals— 
among them those of the Council of 
Rites and of Bishops and regulars. 


In September, 1S77, he was selected 


by Pope Plus EC to fill the important 
office of Cardinal Camelengo of 
the 


Holy Roman church, which post had 
become vacant by the death of Cardi- 
nal DeAngelio. In this capacity, after 
the death of 
the Pope (February 7, 


1S7S) 
he acted as head of the church 


In 
temporal matters, made the ar- 


rangements for the last solemn obse- 
quies of the Pontiff, received the Cath- 
olic Embassadors, and superintended 
the preparations for the conclave. 


Sixty-two 
Cardinals 
attended the 


Conclave, which was 
closed in the 


Vatican on Monday, February IS, 1S7S. 
In the first scrutiny, made the fol- 
lowing morning, Pecci had 
19 votes, 


and others being scattered among va- 
rious Cardinals, such as Franchi, Bilio, 
De Luca, Martmelli and Ferrierri. In 
the second scrutiny, on the evening of 
HTuexlajr, Cardinal Feed's votes rose 
to 34, and In the scrutiny on "Wed- 
nesday (February 20th) morning to 44. 
The election was then at an end, and 
the Cardinal Cameriengo was made 
Pope by the acclamation of all. 


The news was officially proclaimed 


to the outside world from the gallery 
of St. Peter's, when It was announced 


.hat His Holiness had assumed the 
name of Leo XIII. 
On March 3d he 


was crowned, in the Sistine Chapel, all 
the ancient ceremonies being observed, 
save the benediction Vrbiet Orbi, from 
:he Coggia of St. Peter's. 


The history of Pope Leo since his 


election is the history of the Papacy. 


,eo xm throughout his long ir.cum.. 


bency behaved with perfect consist- 
ency as a Pontiff willing' to act with 
modern governments, but determined 
to bate no jot of his rights as Head of 
;he Church, and as the despoiled sov- 
ereign of Rome. He never quitted the 
Vatican, but religiously kept up the 
assumption of being held there a pris- 
oner. He refused the income voted to 
him, 
as to his predecessor, by the Ital- 


an Parliament, and never recognized 
the Law of Guarantees. He protested 
from time to time against "godliness" 
schools, and against tolerated heresy 
in Rome. 
But in his relations witti 


foreign powers he was always moder- 
ate and dexterous. His chief Minister 
was Cardinal Jacobin!, a man of the 
woi'ld; and with his help he was able 
to bring to a fairly sticcessful issue 
the "Culturkarnpf" in Prussia, and to 
make tolerable terms for the clergy in 
France. 
As to other countries, in- 


cluding America, he inclined to let th« 
bishops have their own way.
